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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 63-67, 69-71, 80-89 and 98, drawn to a method for reducing 
bandwidth by selectively sending media information over a communication 
network based on users' needs and capability, classified in class 725, 
subclass 105. 

II. Claims 75-79, 90-97 and 99, drawn to a method for reducing bandwidth in 
a communications network by displaying pre-stored iamge. classified in 
class 725, subclass 11. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 

they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions of group II does not have any means to determine what will be sent 
over the network.
